what council tax rise 
is in mind. However, 
the good news about 
the unexpected rise 
does suggest that the 
worst-case scenario is 
no longer very likely. 

The consultation 
exercise had said that 
a council tax increase 
of 4.9 per cent, below 
the Welsh council tax 
average, would mean 
cuts in some services. 

The rate increase 
necessary to protect 
all services was put at 
10.4 per cent. 

Cllr Moore said 
that of the people 
who responded to the 
consultation, more 
people favoured the 
4.9 per cent option 
than any other. 

He added that he 
was confident that 
under the new set¬ 
tlement, there would 
be more money for 
schools.

W E have been presented with two very 
different versions of events regarding 
the sordid saga of Alun Cairns and 
Ross England, a member of the Conservative 
Party, former employee and good friend of Mr 
Cairns.

The Con¬ 
servative party did not bother to contact her when 
they carried out their enquiry, and held over the 
outcome until after the election. Surely the people 
of the Vale of Glamorgan deserve better than this 
man - at best, an inept and insensitive employer who 
doesn’t read his emails, at worst a man who chose to 
side with a rape apologist, and continues to behave 
as if he is the victim.

‘Base your dietary 
choices on the facts’ 

T HE New Year brings with it the annual 
Veganuary campaign encouraging con¬ 
sumers to take up a vegan lifestyle. 

Increasingly, we are seeing this topic given a 
disproportionate amount of coverage from national 
media when you consider that vegans only account 
for around one per cent of the UK population. 

As a local farmer, I am grateful for the oppor¬ 
tunity to address some of the misinformation that 
is reported about the UK farming industry during 
Veganuary. 

Firstly, it’s important to recognise that everyone 
has the right to choose what they eat. As farmers all 
we ask is that people can make those decisions based 
on facts rather than false information. 

Scientific and medical communities are in agree¬ 
ment that meat, eggs and dairy products play an 
integral role in a healthy, balanced diet, providing 
key nutrients, vitamins and minerals that are essen¬ 
tial to bone, heart and blood health that are difficult 
to obtain efficiently through other sources. 

During Veganuary, the public are bombarded with 
messages asserting that a meat and dairy-free diet is 
better for the environment and that such a change 
will provide the answer to climate change. 

This is simply not the case. 

Welsh farmers produce some of the most cli¬ 
mate-friendly meat in the world using the two 
ingredients we have an abundance of here in Wales 
- grass and rainfall. 

In contrast, some highly processed meat alterna¬ 
tives are responsible for deforestation in other parts 
or the world. Dairy-free alternatives like almond 


‘milk’, meanwhile, require thousands of litres of 
water and extensive irrigation systems. 

Our advice to consumers is to read the label and 
buy local wherever possible. This ensures low food 
miles and gives you the assurance that what you are 
purchasing has been produced to the highest animal 
welfare and environmental standards.

The Good sheds will welcome renowned beauty 
brand Spectrum Collections which originally set 
up in Barry. 

Despite moving away from the town, Spectrum 
have kept close links and sponsored the very first 
Barry Pride event in September 2019.

Police warning after 
scammers try to strike 


POLICE are urging residents to be vig¬ 
ilant after a string of attempted fraud 
incidents across the Vale of Glamorgan. 

One of the incidents involved someone calling a 
resident claiming to be from Amazon Prime, who 
said an incorrect refund of £3,000 had been made. 

Another incident, which involved a different 
resident, saw someone claiming to be from HMRC 
stating £2,000 in unpaid tax was due. 

The fraudster warned the victim that if the cash 
wasn’t paid, then the police would arrest them. 

A police spokesman said: “Thankfully none of the 
victims lost any money to the scammers but we are 
reminding people to be vigilant and not to disclose 
personal financial information over the phone. 

“Legitimate organisations such as your bank, 
HMRC or police will never call you asking you to 
transfer money. Neither will they ask you for your 
PIN or full banking password.” 

Officers are urging residents to treat all unsolic¬ 
ited calls with caution. 

The spokesman added: “Do not feel pressurised 
into making a quick decision - a genuine organisa¬ 
tion won’t mind giving you time to stop and think. 

“We urge you to look out for your loved ones and 
make your elderly neighbours - who might not use 
social media - aware. 


“If you have received any suspicious calls you can 
report it on 101 or Action Fraud 0300 123 2040.” 

Police have released a series of helpful top tips to 
try to protect people from scammers. 

They include:: 

• If something seems too good to be true, it 
probably is. 

• Banks, police and HMRC will never ask for 
personal details, bank details, or for you to withdraw 
money from your account. 

• Never tell anyone your PIN, and never enter it 
into a telephone. 

• Do not feel pressurised into making a quick 
decision. A genuine organisation won’t mind giving 
you time to stop and think. 

• If in doubt, call someone you know personally 
for advice. 

• Never click on links included in emails from 
unknown senders. 

• Report any suspicions to Action Fraud, or ring 
101 . 

• Keep a look out for loved ones. If they receive 
a lot of post, if their phone is often ringing, if 
they are secretive about their finances, report your 
suspicions.

LEADER of the Vale of Glamorgan 
Councily Neil Moore, talks about 
budget settingy schools y recycling and 
regeneration schemes in his column 
for The GEM 

AS this is my first column of 2020,1 don’t 
think it’s too late to say happy new year 
and decade! 

2020 will be a busy year for us and in the com¬ 
ing weeks, the council will be making important 
decisions about how we set our budget for the next 
financial year. It was good news that the Welsh 
Government gave us increased funding this year, 
which we were not expecting. 

Such encouraging news offers the chance for 
greater investment than would otherwise have been 
possible and places less pressure on vital services. 
It also means some of the services will be protected 
for at least another year. 

As most of our finance comes directly from 
Welsh Government, an increase in this area will 
have a positive impact and reduce the amount of 
Council Tax we need to raise this year. 

As you may know, we recently consulted on how 
you wanted us to manage our financial situation in 
the future, particularly for this financial year. We 
asked whether it would be preferable to increase 
Council Tax by 4.9%, the same as last year, which 
would still be below the Welsh Council Tax aver¬ 
age. Some services would have to be cut if we did 
so, as there would still be a significant gap between 
the cost of services we provide and the money 
available to fund them. 

Another option we posed was to raise Council 
Tax to the Welsh average, enabling us to protect 
most services, while a third involved a higher than 
Welsh average increase, meaning all services could 
be protected. This would have required a 10.4% 
increase in Council Tax. 

You told us that the most popular suggestion was 
to increase Council Tax by the same amount as last

year and your responses and views will have a major 
influence on the direction we take. 

The precise amount we will receive from Welsh 
Government is yet to be confirmed, but once that 
happens, we can finalise the proposals for our 
spending plans and I will present them to Cabinet 
and the council. 

What I can say with some confidence is that 
there should be significantly more money available 
for schools, which will mean better facilities and 
improved learning environments for our children. 

Many other areas will also benefit to some extent 
and less saving will be required. However, it is 
important to stress that even though this news about 
our Welsh Government funding is welcome, it does 
not represent a magic wand and solve our financial 
crisis. 

It is true that the increase in funding for this year 
will go some way towards addressing the chronic 
underfunding brought about by nearly a decade of 
austerity that has hamstrung this and other councils 
across Wales. However, this does not stop the need 
for us to make further changes in the way we work 
and provide more efficient services for our residents. 

Therefore, we will continue to be creative in 
tackling this challenge, aiming to reshape the way 
services are delivered and avoid cuts wherever 
possible and continue to consult on the decisions we 
will have to take. 

We have a history of proving that it is still 
possible to do fantastic work under the most testing 
circumstances and this will continue regardless. 

Our 21st Century Schools programme has 
involved widespread investment in education across 
the county, providing pupils with ultra-modem 
learning facilities to help them achieve the best 
results in Wales. We are continuing that investment 
with plans to do more. 

We are also committed to providing a large-scale 
council house building programme, which will see 
more than 500 homes built in the Vale over the next 
five years. 

We have already started making changes to our 
recycling services and will continue to do so in the 
Barry and Penarth areas during the coming year as 
part of a concerted effort to reduce our impact on 
the environment. 

These changes are taking place alongside major 
regeneration work. Barry Waterfront has been trans¬ 
formed in recent times and a series of projects have 
been and are taking place to give a new lease of life 
to some of the historic buildings from the town’s 
industrial past. 

This work continues, with a number of similar 
schemes in the pipeline and I particularly look 
forward to seeing the benefit the Goods Shed 
redevelopment will bring to the area. 

Finally, it would be wrong of me not to confirm 
that there will still be some difficult times ahead and 
tough decisions will need to be taken, but we begin 
the year more positively than could have been the 
case. 

That is reason enough to be upbeat about the 
future and I will promise that even though we will 
still need to increase our funding levels, we will 
continue to work hard to deliver the services you 
value and require. 

I will update you in my next column on what we 
intend to do next.

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Tories urged to expel new MP who 
‘preyed’ on the vulnerable 


PRESSURE is mounting on Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson to throw newly elected Bridgend MP Jamie 
Wallis out of the Conservative Party. 

MP Jess Phillips has called on Mr Johnson to expel Mr Wallis 
from the group, and Gower MP Tonia Antoniazzi has slammed 
him for his links with a ‘Sugar Daddy’ website. 

Ms Phillips, who stood down this week in the race to replace 
Jeremy Corbyn as Labour leader, launched a petition to have the 
whip withdrawn from Mr Wallis, who unseated long-serving MP 
Madeleine Moon in December’s election. 

And Ms Antoniazzi branded the Sugar Daddy website “exploit¬ 
ative and demeaning” and insisted Mr Wallis should apologise for 
his “appalling behaviour.” 

Mr Wallis was the director of several firms which have been the 
subject of hundreds of complaints to trading standards. 

One of his businesses, Quickie Divorce Ltd, advertised on its 
website another now defunct business called Sugar-Daddy.net, 
according to reports in the national press. 

The Sugar Daddy website allegedly offered to set up vulnerable 
people needing money with wealthy older people. 

It’s understood Mr Wallis has denied having links to the Sugar 
Daddy website, but Ms Antoniazzi claims there were Companies 
House records which “clearly contradict that statement.” 

The Gower politician said in the House of Commons this week: 
“It has come to light that a newly elected member of this House 
has misled the press about his involvement in an exploitative and 
demeaning website called Sugar-Daddy.net. 

“The honourable member from Bridgend’s involvement was 
highlighted following press reports about complaints to Bridgend 
Trading Standards, 

“Links to the website were denied on the record by the member, 
but Companies House records clearly contradict that statement.” 

She added: “Information, also, that I have received from a 
former employee of the member for Bridgend contradicts that 
statement. 


“At a time when public trust in politicians is already damaged, 
can the Speaker provide guidance on whether the House and, 
more importantly, the people of Bridgend can expect an apology 
from the member to go some way to making up for this appalling 
behaviour.” 

Ms Phillips’ online petition, which has already gained 1,836 
signatures, said: “Stop this exploitation of women. Tell Boris to 
remove the whip. 

“Newly elected Conservative MP Jamie Wallis promoted a 
website which made it easy for a network of rich men to exploit 
students, single parents and vulnerable people for financial gain. 

“Let’s be clear, ‘sugar daddy’ is a euphemism for something 
deeply ugly: exploitation of women by powerful men.” 

Her petition added: “The Tories should feel ashamed sitting 
alongside Jamie Wallis. The only way to show they don’t condone 
this kind of behaviour is to remove the whip.” 

And John Trickett, Labour’s shadow cabinet office minister, 
has also voiced his opinion on the saga, accusing Mr Wallis of 
“preying on vulnerable students.” 

He said: “This website and Jamie Wallis’ other businesses 
range from the unsavoury to the downright appalling, with 
exploitation at the heart of every one. 

“The people of Bridgend deserve better than a Tory MP who 
appears to have been preying on vulnerable students. 

“The Conservative Party must take immediate action or accept 
they have no ethical code left.” 

Mr Wallis is understood to be considering taking legal action 
against Bridgend County Borough Council after the authority 
responded to the Freedom of Information request which asked for 
details about complaints against the MP’s companies. 

A council spokesman confirmed to The Glamorgan GEM 
last week that it had received a “letter-before-action” but 
wouldn’t comment further because of “the possibility of ongoing 
proceedings.” 

Mr Wallis refused to comment.

The Precinct, Llantwit Major ; CF611XA 
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Ramblers take 
advantage of 
change in weather 


BECAUSE of the persistent 
heavy rainfall over the past 
weeks, the countryside has 
been turned into a quagmire, 
so when the day dawned dry 
and fairly bright, a group of 
20 walkers plus dogs Biddy 
and Biggies turned out to join 
Geraint from Penarth and 
District Ramblers on a short 
walk in the Llanharan area. 

Heading along Hillside Avenue to 
the Square and passing High Comer, 
which dates back to 1700 and which 
during the 18th and mid-19th cen¬ 
turies catered for the drinking and 
feasting of the annual sporting men 
of the chase, who came to the village 
for the hunting season, a climb by 
road, then a narrow rocky track, led 
them onto the open hillside and into 
a stiff breeze. 

Passing gorse bushes in full 
bloom, beautiful mountain ponies 
and Longhorn and Belted Galloway 
cattle quietly protecting sweet calves 
and dozens of grazing sheep, a 
grassy farm track led them below 
Caer Rocks, inscribed ‘God is Love’ 
in Welsh, and onto the Taff Ely 
Ridgeway Walk. After a pause out 
of the cool wind for morning break, 
a descent during which rain began 
to set in brought them to the isolated 
mins of St Peter’s super Montem 
Church, which lies below the old 
ridge track from Llantrisant to Neath. 

It is believed some sort of church 
stood on this site after Christianity 
arrived in Britain, but the present 
church fell into disrepair after 1830 


when the vicar refused to clamber up 
the mountainside to an empty church 
as the congregation dwindled. 

A descent on muddy wet tracks 
brought them to Llanbad-fawr Farm 
with its old stable block that was the 
lamp room for the nearby Kimberly 
drift mine, just as the many riders 
forming the hunt rode through with 
barking hounds. 

A climb over open moorland at 
Mynydd Coedbychan below the 
Taff Ely Windfarm led them to a 
waterlogged gate for their return to 
Llanharan by means of a leaf covered 
sunken lane and pavements. 

On January 25, an eight-mile easy/ 
moderate walk taking in Broughton, 
Llanmadoc and Llangennith on 
Gower, with lunch halfway at the 
Britannia Inn, will leave Cogan

Union will help European 
nationals stay in UK after Brexit 


RSPCA Cymru has wel¬ 
comed confirmation from the 
Welsh Government that the 
country’s dog breeding regu¬ 
lations are to be revisited. 

This follows a report published 
by the Animal Health and Welfare 
Framework Group on the issue of 
dog breeding - including input from 
the RSPCA. At present, anyone 
with three or more breeding bitches 
meeting certain conditions must be 
licensed - but welfare issues and 
poor breeding practices persist in 
Wales, as exposed by a recent BBC 
documentary. 

The Welsh Government has also 
confirmed that additional funding is 
likely to be required by local author¬ 
ities for enforcement of laws related 
to animal welfare. 

Announcements came during a 
session of the Welsh Parliament’s 
Climate Change, Environment and 
Rural Affairs Committee on January 
16. 

RSPCA Cymru says this acknowl¬ 
edgement is a ‘hugely positive 
development’. 


Claire Lawson of the RSPCA said: 
“Wales’ new dog breeding laws, 
passed in 2014, marked a big step 
forward for animal welfare - but 
further improvements are necessary. 
It’s really welcome that the Welsh 
Government are looking again at 
these laws, and that the Minister 
described this as urgent. 

“We’ll continue to campaign for 
tackling genetic issues at breeding 
establishments, a staff-to-dog ratio 
that better considers welfare, and 
possible action to tackle bad cat 
breeding practices too. However, 
what is really important is that 
local authorities feel equipped and 
resourced to enforce animal welfare 
laws - including on dog breeding, 
microchipping, equine control and so 
much else. 

“We’ve long called for support 
for local authorities; via a thorough 
review of their funding, training and 
enforcement provisions impacting 
animals - so the Welsh Government’s 
acknowledgement that more funding 
will likely be needed is also a posi¬ 
tive development.” 


EUROPEAN nationals working in 
Wales as carers, healthcare assistants 
and school support staff, among others, 
are to be offered assistance by Wales’ 
biggest trade union in processing their 
applications to remain in the UK after 
Brexit. 

UNISON Cymru Wales has linked-up with 
charity Settled, to pilot training on how trade 
union representatives might support EU citizens 
who may be struggling with their application to 
the UK Government’s Settlement Scheme. 

This week, training courses are being held in 
UNISON offices in Abergele and Cardiff and it 
is hoped similar events will be rolled-out across 
Wales. 

The trade union has repeatedly underlined 
the contribution of foreign nationals working 
in Welsh public services and says they face 
an increasingly hostile environment during the 
Brexit transition. The idea is for UNISON repre¬ 
sentatives in workplaces across Wales to become 
‘Settled Status Angels’ who could assist people 
and signpost complex cases to organisations with 
the relevant experience. 

German-bom Manuela Hughes has lived in the 
UK since 1992. She is employed as a special unit 
leader in an autism centre in a Pembrokeshire sec¬ 
ondary school and has just secured Settled Status. 
Manuela said: “The whole process of applying 
to remain in the UK is confusing, frustrating and 
traumatic and could put people off pursuing what 
is their right. That’s why it’s so good UNISON 
has made a commitment to offer support to Welsh 
public service workers. 

“My Settled Status has just been confirmed, but 
there’s no certificate or paperwork that’s legally 
binding. I worry if a future government chooses 
to move the goal-posts, the UK will be looking at 
another Windmsh scandal.” 

Tanya Palmer, UNISON regional secretary 
said: “You only need to visit your doctor’s 



surgery, a local hospital, or school to see EU nationals are working hard in 
public service and caring for our communities. They have enriched our culture 
and now it is time to help them. UNISON wants to provide assistance where 
we can.” 

Settled is a charitable arm of campaign group the3million, which aims 
to give a voice to the three million EU citizens in the UK. The Welsh 
Government has provided funding to Settled to appoint a ‘Settled Status Angel 
coordinator’, who will provide free accredited training and resources to both 
individuals and groups.

House prices in Wales 
reach all-time peak 


HOUSE prices in 
Wales have reached 
an all-time peak, 
with the average 
house price across 
the country now 
£193,254, despite a 
drop in overall sales 
in 2019. 

In 2019, the average 
house price in Wales 
grew by 3.3%, a £6,237 
rise since December 
2018. Over the quarter 
in Wales (October - 
December 2019), house 
prices rose by 1.7%. 

Despite house price 
growth in 2019, house 
sales were down by 6% 
in 2019 compared to 
the previous year. The 
reduction is likely to be 
due to the uncertainties 
associated with Brexit 
and then latterly the 


General Election. Tom 
Denman, chief financial 
officer at Principality 
Building Society said: 
“It’s been a decent year 
for average house price 
growth in Wales, mainly 
supported by historically 
low interest rates, a 
shortage of housing sup¬ 
ply and relatively high 
employment. First time 
buyers were the driving 
force behind housing 
sales, with holiday 
homes also performing 
well. 

“Now that there is a 
bit more clarity politi¬ 
cally, we will wait to see 
if house sales pick up in 
2020, although we antic¬ 
ipate continued modest 
growth in terms of house 
prices as a whole.” 

At the end of 2019, 
eight local authority 
areas established new

peak prices, among them 
Bridgend (£180,988), 
Merthyr Tydfil 

(£141,657), Rhondda 
Cynon Taf (£142,733) 
and Swansea (£188,417). 
Principality’s House 
Price Index figures show 
that the largest decrease 
in sales in Q4 2019 
compared to Q4 2018 
have been flats, down 
by 32.6%, followed by 
detached properties 
which were down by 
12.5%. Semi-detached 
sales reduced by 9.6%, 
with terraces down by 
6.5%, which supports 
indications that first-time 
buyers are now more 
attracted to terraced and 
semi-detached proper¬ 
ties, rather than to small 
city centre flats. 

In the past decade 
house prices in Wales 


have risen by 24.5%. 
Over this same 10-year 
time span, the CPIH 
index for consumer price 
inflation has increased by 
some 22.6%. This means 
that the average house 
price in Wales has grown 
in ‘real’ terms by just 
1.9% in the past decade. 

Cardiff tops the list 
with house price growth 
of 41.2% for the decade, 
followed by Torfaen at 
37.7% and Newport at 
33.4%. The top nine 
authorities in terms of 
growth are all located 
in the south-east comer 
of Wales - which may 
indicate the extent to 
which Cardiff, and the 
Severn Bridge tolls, have 
had an impact on housing 
demand, and therefore 
house prices, in this area 
over the last 10 years.

COMMENTING on the latest bovine 
TB figures released on January 15 by 
DEFRA, Andrew RT Davies AM Shadow 
Minister for Environment, Sustainability, 
and the Environment said: “Each month, 
farmers and others in our rural commu¬ 
nities anticipate these figures with appre¬ 
hension, and with good reason. 

“The stats for the year to October 2019 show that 
12,742 animals were slaughtered because of bovine 
TB, which, up from 10,303, is a rise of 24 percent on 
the same period in 2018. England, by contrast, saw a 
drop of two percent. 

“Clearly, the Welsh Labour Minister for the 
Environment and Rural Affairs has not got to grips 
with her brief in the almost four years in post, and 


farmers, and the rural economy here in Wales, suffer 
as a result. 

“But the suffering is not only financial. Recently 
in the Chamber, my colleague Paul Davies AM/ 
AC spoke passionately on the subject of farmers 
enduring mental health problems. Bovine TB is 
another pressure, another cause of stress that our 
hardworking farmers and their families suffer, and 
it’s time it ended. 

“A Welsh Conservative Government would 
develop a new, holistic approach for the eradication 
of bovine TB and look at all options to achieve this. 

“Until then, we will harry this Welsh Labour 
administration to listen to farmers - as well as the 
Farmers’ Union of Wales and NFU Cymru - to step 
up its efforts to control this disease and bring this 
crisis to an end.”

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New bylaws to protect threatened and 
vulnerable fish come into force 


NEW bylaws which will help protect 
increasingly vulnerable and threatened 
stocks of salmon and sea trout in rivers 
across Wales are in place for the 2020 
season. 

The bylaws, which came into force on New 
Year’s Day and will last for 10 years, mean all 
salmon caught by rod and net fisheries must be 
released alive with minimum injury and delay. 

Measures, taken by Natural Resources Wales, 
have also been introduced to help protect sea trout in 
many rivers with all rod-caught sea trout over 60cm 
having to be released alive. 

Also, new controls on angling methods will 
improve the survival of released fish so they can 
contribute to spawning stocks. 

Peter Gough, Principal Fisheries Advisor for 
Natural Resources Wales, said: “All of our salmon 
stocks are in serious trouble and have fallen to his¬ 
torically low levels. The same is true of the majority 


(70%) of our sea trout stocks. 

“Over the past five years, we have engaged in a 
thorough process to set out the evidence to justify 
introduction of new fishing regulations to help 
protect these vulnerable stocks. 

“After an inquiry that explored the evidence, the 
Minister for Environment, Energy and Rural Affairs 
approved new rod and net fishing bylaws to help 
protect these iconic fish. 

“Even relatively small numbers of fish are crucial 
to recover stocks in as short a time as possible. Every 
spawning fish matters.” 

In addition, and as required by the Minister, 
Natural Resources Wales continues to work with 
partners and Welsh Government to identify and 
address the range of pressures damaging stocks. 

Mr Gough added: “We firmly believe that the new 
bylaws, along with a range of other urgent measures 
such as tackling agricultural pollution, improving 
water quality, improving habitats and managing 
potential threats from predators, are vital for the 



future of salmon and sea trout in Wales. 

“We want to work with the fishing communities 
and all with a stake in our river environments to 
protect our fish and fisheries for future generations 


to enjoy. 

“The bylaws will be a positive step in helping 
protect stocks.” 


Challenge for 
future cyber

Wales area with the help 
of South Wales, Gwent 
and Dyfed Powys Police 
forces.

Crime Unit, said: “This 
is a fantastic opportunity 
for all 11 to 17 year 
olds across the Tarian 
Wales region to test 
their cyber security 
skills and hopefully start 
to consider future roles 
in the industry. 

Chief Constable of 
Derbyshire Police and 
NPCC Cyber Crime 
Lead Peter Goodman 
said: “Our young 

people will compete 
against a national 
virtual peer network 
when they experiment 
and test their abilities 
using online-connected 
technologies.

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Concern expressed over implications of 
National Trust tree planting plans for 

tenants 


FARMERS’ Union of Wales (FUW) staff have expressed 
concerns regarding the implications for members, who are 
National Trust tenants, given the Trust’s plans to plant large 
numbers of trees on their land. 

The concerns were expressed during a meeting of the union’s county 
executive officers, who represent members in Wales’ 12 FUW county regions, 
some of which include large areas of land owned by the trust. On January 9 the 
general director of the Trust revealed plans to grow 20 million trees over the 
next 10 years by planting saplings or removing livestock, to allow self-seeding; 
and dozens of farm tenancies are to be altered as they come up for renewal to 
cut sheep and cattle numbers. 

To achieve their target, the Trust is looking to spend about £90 million 
creating 18,000 hectares of woodland, increasing the proportion of Trust land 
that is forest from 10% to 17% by 2030. 

Speaking after the meeting, FUW president Glyn Roberts said: “Our 
members are fully supportive of appropriate tree planting where this does 
not undermine farm productivity and the environment. Indeed, they regularly 
complain about the obstacles they come across when they try to plant trees. 

“However, many National Trust farmers have contacted us to raise concerns 
regarding the announcement. Of course, given the urgent need to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions, the role played by soils and plants in sequestering 
carbon is rightly attracting significant attention, with a particular focus on the 
planting of trees. But we mustn’t forget that within the past century, the area 
of woodland in Wales increased threefold from 5% in 1919 to around 15% in 


2016, with mainly deciduous farm woodlands making up 30% of the area.” 

The president further stressed that the experience over the past century high¬ 
lights the damage that well-intentioned policies aimed at increasing woodland 
areas can have. 

“With the trust proposing to remove sheep and cattle from land to allow natu¬ 
ral afforestation, it must also be remembered that the removal of agriculture has 
been directly associated by scientists with habitat and species loss in hundreds 
of examples from around the world, including the UK.” 

The charity Plantlife recently warned that ‘.. .more than half of all wild plants 
need regular management or disturbance to thrive; 611 (39.6%) species will 
decline within a decade if the land on which they grow is simply abandoned 
and 127 (16.4%) will decline within one to three years’. 

“If the National Trust wants to do more to become carbon neutral, perhaps 
looking at providing public transport to their sites would be a good place to 
start. That is especially pertinent if we consider their annual visitor numbers 
top 25 million and the carbon footprint these generate. 

“Transport is the third-highest polluter, with agriculture responsible for 
just 10% of greenhouse gas emissions. In fact, UK beef and lamb carbon 
emissions are 35% lower than the current global average and emissions from 
Welsh agriculture have decreased by 12% since 1990 as a result of a range of 
improvements.” 

Given such concerns, Mr Roberts has written to the Trust to ask them to 
clarify their plans and highlighted the concerns of tenants as well as those who 
farm near National Trust land.

MOUNTAIN Lodge is a beautiful 19th 
century neo-Gothic style property which 
was originally constructed as the south 
gate lodge to the Hensol Castle estate. 

The extension and alteration works comprised a 
complete internal renovation of the existing prop¬ 
erty and a two storey extension to the north side. 
The extension was designed with features from 
the original property, while incorporating subtle 
contemporary touches. 

The local contractor consists of a team of highly 
skilled master tradesmen who managed all aspects 
of the extension and organised sub-contractors 
where necessary.

YEAR 5 pupils of Albert 
Primary School, Penarth 
took part in a new project 
with the sustainable trans¬ 
port charity Sustrans, and 
the Vale Council to identify 
good quality walking and 
cycling routes in the area 
with the aim of producing 
an Active Travel Map for 
Penarth. 

The maps will be developed by 


the children to encourage more 
walking and cycling to and from 
school. Traditionally, maps are 
created by non-local cartogra¬ 
phers using digital information 
supplied by local authorities and 
other organisations and symbols 
in these maps may not be eas¬ 
ily understood by children. The 
children re-shaped the maps by 
sharing their knowledge of the 
local area. They identified key 
local landmarks, local routes and 
cut-throughs, and developed a set 


of symbols and map key for the 
new map. 

Sustrans also held a parent 
engagement workshop at the end 
of the day, where families helped 
identify landmarks and as routes 
that they and their children use 
frequently. 

The bilingual Active Travel 
Map will be available to students, 
staff and parents free at the end of 
the project.

Help prevent the spread of ‘flu’ this winter 


WITH influenza now circulating in Wales, parents are 
being urged to make sure their children are protected as 
figures show 38,185 young people aged two or three have 
yet to get their ‘flu’ vaccine this winter. 

Children are vulnerable to flu and its complications, and those who 
were aged two or three on August 31, 2019 are eligible to get their 
annual nasal spray flu vaccine free. 

Dr Richard Roberts, head of the Vaccine Preventable Disease pro¬ 
gramme at Public Health Wales said: “Children are ‘super-spreaders’, 
so protecting them helps protect those around them too. If your child 
was aged two or three on August 31, 2019 and they haven’t had their 
vaccine yet, speak to your GP today as it’s not too late to get them 
protected.” 


There have been 1,350 confirmed cases of flu since October 1, 2019; 
98% of these cases have been Influenza A and the other 2% Influenza 
B Confirmed cases represent a very small proportion of the total cases 
in the community, as flu affects around one in 10 of the population 
each year. Flu spreads via droplets sprayed into the air when an 
infected person coughs or sneezes. Direct contact with contaminated 
hands or surfaces can also spread infection rapidly. 

Dr Roberts added: “Children are ‘super-spreaders, so people with 
flu tend to become ill quite quickly and symptoms can include fever, 
chills, headaches and aching muscles, often with a cough and sore 
throat. If you think you have flu, drink plenty of fluids, take paraceta¬ 
mol or ibuprofen and avoid contact with vulnerable individuals while 
you are unwell. Most people do not need to visit their GP surgery, but 


if you are in a risk group and think you have flu, you should talk to 
your GP or community pharmacist as soon as possible. 

“It’s also important to reduce the risk of spreading flu, so always: 

“Catch it - catch your sneeze in a tissue; 

“Bin it - put your tissue straight in the bin; 

“ Kill it - clean your hands as soon as possible. 

“Make sure you clean hard surfaces regularly and avoid contact 
with others while you are unwell, especially if they are in a high-risk 
group. If you feel unwell or have flu-like symptoms, please do not visit 
healthcare facilities. Some people are more vulnerable to infection - 
don’t put their health at risk. If you think you might have flu check 
your symptoms using the NHS Direct Wales symptom checker and to 
find out who is eligible for a free flu vaccine visit www.beatflu.org. 
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Aberavon Quins fight back against Porthcawl

MAKE no mistake, this was a clash of huge relevance 
with so much resting on the result, as Porthcawl were at 
home to Aberavon Quins. 

In the end, it was the Quins who prevailed, derailing the Seaweeds’ 
slender 9-6 lead going into the final five minutes of the match after a 
titanic clash worthy of the top of the division. 

As to be expected, the clash of two good packs, with the visitors 
holding a slight weight advantage, together with two back divisions 
intent on playing rugby, made for a nail-biting encounter. 

As the match progressed, it was an expectedly tight affair with 
the visitors showing their intent but coming up against Porthcawl’s 
vaunted miserly defence. 

The first half actually saw Porthcawl edge it on balance. However, 
it was Quins who went into the lead with a penalty after 32 minutes. 

Skipper Leon MacNally is having a good season and it was his fine 
line-out catch and the subsequent drive that set up the position for Josh 
White to level at 3-3 with a 22-metre penalty. 


With both sides unrelenting in their efforts to put points on the 
board, the Quins had the better of it just before the break as they 
mounted drive after drive, only for the Seaweeds’ rock-like defence 
to keep them at bay as the whistle sounded to end an engaging half. 

The home side needed to start the second spell well and slowly but 
surely, Porthcawl began to build pressure with some useful possession 
and the Quins were struggling to leave their own half, as White’s boot 
kept sending them back deep into their own territory. 

This paid off as from 42 metres out, White struck a superb penalty 
as the Quins indiscipline yielded a chance to take the lead by 6-3, and 
minutes later White’s third successful penalty made it 9-3, with the 
pendulum, at least for now, swinging PorthcawTs way. 

With centre Sean Wilcox proving a hard running thorn in the Quins’ 
side, often taking three tacklers to stop him moving, it seemed that 
Porthcawl would continue to drain the effort from the visitors, but 
going into the closing stages of the match, it turned when a penalty 
downfield pushed the Seaweeds back into their own territory, with the 
lineout then preceding a scrum deep in PorthcawTs 22. 


A high tackle by the home side in desperate defence, allowed the 
Quins the chance to reduce the margin to just three with a penalty for 
9-6 and a frenetic finish was now the only game in town. 

Another lineout for the Quins as they pressed hard close to 
PorthcawTs 22 was stolen by flanker Louis Protheroe, a feat he 
performed for Porthcawl through the afternoon to frustrate the Quins 
but then the match changed as White received a yellow card for a 
transgression and this seemed to spur the opposition. 

A scrum deep in the home 22 saw the Quins get the pressure on and 
as it collapsed the referee blew for a penalty try to Quins, the seven 
points turning the score round at 9-13 with just minutes remaining. 

It was now all Porthcawl as they piled on wave after wave of attack, 
with centre Gareth Rees almost breaking the tackle for what would 
have been the crucial score, only to be halted short. 

Porthcawl remain in third spot and will want to get back to winning 
ways with a visit to meet Bridgend Sports at the Bandstand Field on 
Saturday.

Playing tennis beats the gym when it 
comes to your long-term health 


PLAYING tennis could beat going to the gym when it 
comes to warding-off muscle and bone problems later in 
life, according to a groundbreaking new study. 

So-called ‘Musculoskeletal’ problems are a major issue in the UK, 
with 1 in 4 of the adult population affected. 

They include issues like joint pain from osteoarthritis, bones 
weakened by osteoporosis as well as the muscle-wasting condition 
sarcopenia. 

But now a new study by experts at Liverpool Hope University 
say there could be a simple method of preventing musculoskeletal 
conditions, particularly among those aged 50 and over - and that’s 
playing tennis. 

Sports and Exercise scientist Dr Matthew Jackson compared two 
healthy groups - one who played tennis regularly and another who got 
their NHS-recommended 150 minutes of exercise per week through 
activities like running, cycling and going to the gym. 

And Dr Jackson, an exercise physiologist, says the tennis players 
enjoyed ‘significantly greater’ musculoskeletal health compared with 
the regular ‘keep fit’ group. 

He writes: “The findings suggest tennis is an excellent activity 
mode to promote musculoskeletal health and should therefore be more 
frequently recommended as a viable alternative to existing physical 
activity guidelines.” 

According to the NHS, around 9.6 million adults and 12,000 
children in the UK suffer from one of the many musculoskeletal issues. 

It’s also a huge drain on the NHS, accounting for almost a third - 30 
per cent - of all GP consultations. 

But Dr Jackson says a simple change of sport could alter the 
landscape of musculoskeletal health in Britain. 

The study, just published in the journal Sports Health, involved 


90 participants - 43 tennis players and 47 regular exercisers - aged 
between 18 and 65. 

Their ‘musculoskeletal function’ was measured through a series of 
tests that analysed body composition, upper body strength, lower body 
strength and muscle fatigue. 

It also analysed aerobic endurance and cardiovascular fitness 
through ‘V02 max’ oxygen uptake. 

And the tennis players not only enjoyed a more favourable BMI 
when compared with the gym-goers - they also displayed better upper 
body and lower extremity function than those not used to holding a 
racket. 

Dr Jackson, based at Liverpool Hope University’s state-of-the-art 
School of Health Sciences, says there’s something unique about tennis 
that makes it so beneficial. 

He explains: “As we age, we lose muscle mass and we lose bone 
mineral density over time. It happens to all of us. 

“But when you reach 50 years old, the process accelerates much 
quicker and we need to target and advise this demographic about the 
dangers. 

“Lots of people are active in their younger years but by the time 
they reach their 40s, they’re giving up and often go a decade or so 
without doing anything. 

“And we want to get people in those age groups as active as possi¬ 
ble to avoid things like osteoarthritis, osteoporosis and sarcopenia - as 
being inactive is likely to make you obese, which can exacerbate the 
symptoms of all three. 

“Tennis is great as an all-round sport. It targets the cardiovascular 
system but also improves your muscle mass and you bone mineral 
density because it’s a weight-bearing sport that incorporates aspects 
of power and strength. 


“Equally important is the social aspect of playing tennis - and if you 
enjoy it, you’re more likely to keep doing it.” 

Dr Jackson says muscle-wasting sarcopenia can be particularly 
debilitating, as patients lose the strength to perform their normal daily 
routine, activities like doing the weekly shop - and even bathing can 
become difficult. 

But he says it is reversible - giving hope to many sufferers. 

He says: “There’s an assumption that you can’t do anything with 
those suffering severe muscle loss in their later years. But sarcopenia 
is reversible. 

“Older people are often wrapped in cotton wool but they’re actually 
capable of doing much more than you’d think in terms of exercise.” 

The participants in the study all underwent testing at the School of 
Health Sciences laboratories at Liverpool Hope University over the 
course of around two-and-a-half hours. 

Tests including things like handgrip strength - as a measure of 
overall upper body function - knee flex and extension ability, as well 
as running on a treadmill. 

And after what’s known as ‘cluster analysis’, tennis players out- 
scored the general keep-fit group when it comes to ‘upper extremity’ 
and Tower body’ function, as well as having a lower BMI. 

Dr Jackson adds: “There’s a common misconception that tennis is 
for rich people. But it’s really not expensive to be a member of your 
local tennis club. 

“And, as a University, we’re engaging with the Lawn Tennis 
Association (LTA) to get more facilities opened to the public for free. 

“It’s also important to note that the actual time spent exercising 
between the two study groups didn’t differ significantly. 

“But tennis is something you’re likely to play for a little longer, 
with all the associated health gains.”

takes Skoda’s Kamiq SE out 
for a spin 


THE Skoda Kamiq SE 1.0 litre TSI was the 
subject of this week’s motoring review, and 
here’s what Tony Yates has to say about its 
performance: 

Power and efficiency 

MY test car was fitted with a 95PS 1.0-litre TSi petrol engine. Its 
performance is not mind-blowing, if I’m being honest, but it’s 
still fun. 

Right now you are thinking ‘how on earth can a 1.0-litre engine 
move a vehicle of this size and turn any sort of speed? Well, firstly, 
that 1.0-litre engine does actually have a decent powerband which 
will propel it to a 0-62 time of around 11.1 seconds and a combined 
fuel consumption figure that will easily reach 44 mpg, if not a little 
higher. If you really are interested, the Kamiq will reach a top speed 
of around 112mph. It’s not a sports car, but it’s still pretty nippy for 
a 1.0-litre. 

On the road 

I’M very impressed by how the Kamiq dealt with the lumps and 
bumps on our roads. 

Plus, into the comers, it also felt very controlled and steady - even 
when pushed to its limits. There were also no nasty surprises and 
nothing unexpected happened. 

I want to talk about its exciting chassis - but I doubt you will care 
- as long as you feel safe and it’s a lovely ride. I’m happy to report 
it’s all of those things all rolled up into one perfect package. You can 
read all the glossy magazines you want - but the proof is when you 
get your new car out on the open road with three children and a boot 
full of bags. Only after many hours of driving will you understand the 
difference between a car that’s good and one that’s pretty epic. 

Safety and technology 

ON the inside, the new Kamiq looks great and Skoda has done 
a lovely job of making it appealing, plus the Kamiq stands out, 
thanks to a nicely trimmed cabin which feels well put together. 

Rear legroom is also massive, thanks to the excellent rear seat con¬ 
figuration. The Kamiq will easily accommodate five people or a large 
family with ease and as many suitcases and bags as you can cram in. 

The level of standard equipment on the SE version I tested 
had: automatic dimming rear view mirror, Bolero radio with 8”

Barry bang in seven 
as they run riot 
against Carmarthen

BARRY Town stunned a frag¬ 
ile Carmarthen Town 7-1 at 
Jenner Park on Saturday night, 
shrugging off their injury woes 
and goal-shy reputation in 
some style, while shoring up 
their standing in the JD Cymru 
Premier’s top four. 

It was the first time the Jenner Park 
outfit had scored seven in a single 
Cymru Premier fixture since striker 
Jamie Moralee netted four times in 
a December 2001 7-1 mauling of 
Oswestry Town. 

Kristian O’ Leary’s Carmarthen 
came to Jenner Park unbeaten in three, 
but soon found themselves without 
the experience of goalkeeper Lee Idzi; 
the former Merthyr man injured in the 
warm-up, leaving youngster Thomas 
Windsor to deputise for only the sec¬ 
ond time in their league campaign. 

In their change blue and white 
hoops, the Old Gold looked to snatch 
an early advantage, only for Liam 
Thomas to see his close-range effort 
past goalkeeper Mike Lewis bounce 
off the crossbar and then be cleared 
off the line, in what would prove a rare 
opportunity for the visitors. 

Encouraged by the recruitment of 
St Kitts and Nevis international Theo 
Wharton, Barry hit the ground running 
and surged ahead in the sixth minute, as 
leading goalscorer Kayne McLaggon 
cut inside a pair of Carmarthen defend¬ 
ers and laced the ball past Windsor into 
the bottom comer. 

The striker scored again on 16 
minutes, executing a perfectly-judged 
scissors kick to score, after an exqui¬ 
site first-touch delivery from teammate 
Mo Touray out on the right-hand flank. 

Within moments, the provider 
turned goalscorer as Touray com¬ 
posedly slotted home Barry’s third, 
leaving Carmarthen apparently dead in 
the water with more than 70 minutes 
to play. 

There were brief signs of an Old 
Gold revival after 35 minutes when 
Callum Saunders pulled a goal back, 
his low, left-footed free kick leaving 
Lewis a stumped bystander. 

However, stand-in skipper Luke 
Cooper restored Barry’s three-goal 
cushion after 38 minutes, tapping home 
from close range after McLaggon 
had prevailed in an aerial battle with 
Windsor. 

Then, three minutes before half¬ 
time, Jack Compton netted a fine 
free-kick to put Barry 5-1 in front, 


lifting the ball above and beyond the 
beleaguered Carmarthen goalkeeper 
from all of 30 yards out. 

Compton had already skimmed one 
of Windsor’s posts from a similar set 
piece earlier in the night, but the for¬ 
mer Portsmouth man, whose stop-start 
Je nn er Park career has been blighted 
by injury, could finally celebrate his 
first goal in Barry Town colours. 

Barry were only denied an elec¬ 
tric sixth when McLaggon’s back- 
post strike was ruled out for offside, 
preventing the Wales C hitman from 
completing his hat-trick at the close of 
an action-packed half. 

Attacking the Barry Road end in the 
second period, Barry made it 6-1 on 69 
minutes, with Clayton Green latching 
onto a loose ball in the box, after 
McLaggon had again made a nuisance 
of himself. 

With the game emphatically over, 
Wales under-21 international Rhys 
Abbruzzese impressed late on, the 
second generation star dazzling with 
his footwork in pursuit of another 
Barry goal. 

Meanwhile, a persistent McLaggon 
hit a post in the final 15 minutes, as 
academy products Lathan Garrett and 
Alex Brookes-Bent were each handed 
their first team debuts from the bench. 

As it was, it was more young blood 
in Evan Press who rubber-stamped 
the romp on 90 minutes, side-footing 
home after terrific Touray’s long-range 
curler cannoned back off Windsor’s 
crossbar.
